۱ After contact with sources for on 
one year concerning the death of LOUIS FAZIO on 9-27-72, 

it has been agreed'by.all sources that this did not appear 

to be a "hit" by any of the organized crime figures in 
Milwaukee and/or Chicago inasmuch as there`has..been no 

change in the structure'of the organized crime organization 
in the Milwaukee area and further, there has been no apparent 
gain on anyone's part by the death of FAZIO. Sources are 

in agreement that this was probably a robbery, either by 
someone who knew FAZIO's activities and the fact that he 
often carried a large sum of money or possibly by a dope 
addict in need of quick funds. 


Sources were also contacted concerning FAZIO 
being a courier for Chicago and Milwaukee LCN families 
and none of the sources were familiar with any such 
information. Sources referred to FAZIO as a person well- 
acquainted with all the Milwaukee hoodlum and LCN elements 
and very familiar with their operations; however, not himself 
involved with any of them. 


Sources also indicate that the Milwaukee LCN 
family is controlled solely and entirely by FRANK PETER 
BALISTRIERI and have no control from the ም any 


other LCN family. To back this statement b7D 
has stated that due to the lack of activity in the waukee 
area as far as gambling and prostitution is concerned, that 
BALISTRIERI runs the family without any interference because 


no one bas any desires to take over the territories. 


Continuous attention is being given this matter 
in the event that some additional information may be obtained 
concerning FAZIO's death, but as noted above, nothing has come 
to light which would indicate any motive other than,robbery 
for FAZIO's death. : 
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
